Ths  rector  bad  a  carefully  drawu  map 
made  of  the  pariah  whleb  shows  the  stta 
chosen  as  being  tbe  ceulre  of  tbe  perish. 

Out  of  uinaty-flie  families  who  are  now 
attendants  sixty  of  them  will  be  benefited 
by  the  change,  and  seventy  per  coot 
of  the  pewholdfra  will  b«  nearer  to  this 
location  than  they  were  to  the  old  one. 

It  was  found  that  over  forty  families 
were  more  than  half  a  mile  away  from 
tbe  old  churoh  aud  only  twenty-five  fam¬ 
ilies  the  same  distance  from  the  new  elt«.
